An additional charge is made for 
top dirtand fertilizer where itis required. Lawn workis figuredat 3¢ per sq. ft., including grass seed, 
fertilizer and the raking necessary for finished lawns. Grading and top soil additional, The cost of top 
soil runs about 1¢ per sq. ft. for each inch soil added.
